"Exceptions pro'v^ th&>-.l^lc," ami 
Nanaimo appears to do tlib iniportaut 
district selected by tlie Government to 
prove tbo rule that constituencies re- 
turning supporters shall receive more 
Llinn thoy are entitled to whilst elect- 
ors sending Opposition members to 
represent them are Uterally "cut oft" 
with a shilling." If the" flourishing 
district of Nimaimo had returned a 
most rebellious Opposition member in- 
stead of the most obedient of support- 
ers tho Government could scai-ccly have 
shown a greater disregard for her re- 
quirements and just demands. Tho 
policy of the present administration iii- 
etead of being one calculated to foster 
tho. important industries of Nanaimo 
has been characterized by a marked 
indifl'erenco towardu thoni. Her muni- 
cipal institutions, .which are deserving 
of assistance at tho hands of the Gov- 
ornmont, have boon neglected and pro- 
jects which are entitled to aid from 
the Provincial revenue Iiavo failed to 
receive it. Tho municipality, with al- 
most everything in tho sha])e of con- 
struction of streets, bridges and side- 
walks yet to accomplish, was not en- 
couraged with tlie appropriation of a 
single dollar, whilst the Capital of the 
Province with a handsome revenue at 
its command, with good streets, an ef- 
ficient fire department, a copious sup- 
ply of water, numei'ous public institu- 
tions and other civic advantages, has 
most unjustly had the sum o£ $4,500 
allotted to her. But Victoria returns 
/owr Government supporters to Nanai- 
mo's 07ie, and this, it is to be supposed, 
may account for tlie distinction.

TEE LOSS OP THE Q-BBAT 
Tho Vessel Goes to Fieoos... 



[Portland Oregonlan;] • 
Astoria, April 20.— Tho Great Bo- 
public ran on the sands at precisely 
1:25 a.m. Saturday. Having passed 
through tho south channel, and while 
on her course inside of rough water, 
headed northwest, after passing buoy 
No. 2, and coming to the end of the 
course opposite tho foot of Sand Island 
she failed to make the abrupt turn ne- 
cessary there, the pilot being unable in 
the darkness to see the beacon by 
which the vessels are ordinarily guided. 
Capt. Carroll, the commander of tho 
vessel, said to pilot Doig, who wa.s di- 
recting her course at tho time, when 
the turn should have been made, "Wo 
are at the end of this course." Doig 
responded, 

"NO WE ARE NOTJ SHE WANTS ONE 

MISUTB MORE." 
That minute was fatal. In ISs than 
thirty seconds her bows touched tho 
sands, and as her engines were driving 
her ahead, she ploughed deep into tho 
treacherous shoals. The darkness was 
intoii.se and the tide had been ebbing 
two-hours. After a few inefl'ectual 
struggles to retreat, tho vessel lay un- 
til morning. During the night the 
vessel rodo easily and was not deemed 
in special danger by her oilicer.s, as it 
waH confidently thought that she would 
float oil' with tho next flood tide. At 
about 8 o'clock in tlio morning, at half 
tide, heavy swells from tho southwest 
commenced to come in, and .soon lifted 
her stern, which still floated, around to 
tho northwest, presenting a broadside 
to tho sea. Each swell careened her 
over and drove her higher 
ON Tin: SAxns. 
On the receding of each swell the 
weight of her immense hull, machinery 
and cargo drove her deeper into the 
sands. At this time, tiie creaking of 
hor over-strained timbers, and grinding 
of her keel in tho engulfing shoals, 
bfiggar description. Her passengers 
describe it as I'esembling tlie uproar- 
ious din of battle. 

Tho position of the vessel could be 
seen from this city, 12 miles distant, 
ind her dangerous situation quickly in- 
ferred. By G o'clock many glasses 
were leveled at tho strandod vessel, 
and at 6:20 Captain Flavel started 
with the tug Brenham to her assistance. 
Tho tugs Columbia, Astoria, Canby, 
and others followed soon after. The 
Canby ran under the right bow of the 
Republic at 10:150, and Capt. Gray of 
thac tug inquired of Captain Carroll 
whether ho needed aid. Carroll answer- 
ed, "Lay by till high tide and send the 
captain of tho Brenham to me." This 
request was transmitted to all the tugs 
in waiting, and obeyed. The U. S. 
lighthouse tender Sliubrick, Capt. 
Kortz, left hero at 1 p.m. with volun- 
teers for the life boats. At 3 o'clock, 
the 

PASSENGERS BEGAN TO niSEMBAUK 

Into the life boats, manned by volun- 
teers, and were rowed to the tugs in 
safety. In oi'der to avoid any possible 
accident, no baggage was allowed to be 
taken into the boats, and the passen- 
gers escaped with only the clotliiiig thoy 
wore. By 6 o'clock, all persons, ex- 
cepting the olScers and crew and a 
number of gentlemen who preferred to 
remain with valuable baggage, had 
been removed to the attending vessels. 

At 9 o'clock a southwest gale set in, 
rendering it impossible for the tugs to 
get lines aboard the stranded vessel, 
making furious tho beating waves, and 
sealing her doom. The breakers dash- 
ing over hor .soon threw hor on hor 
beams ends, and the ship began break- 
ing up, when all hands left for shore. 
ST.\TEMENT8. 

Mesers. T. S. Duuica, of Booneville, 
Mo., and J.N. Petersen, of San Fran- 
cisco, who were ])assengers on the ill- 
fated Republic, arrived in this city last 
night. They say that the passengei-s, 
whoii they found that the ship was 
aground on the sand, regarded it as a 
eood joke, and were not in tho least 
alarmed. In the afternoon, after sev 
eral boat-loads of passengers had been 
transferred to the tugs, the ladies were 
in tho cabin playing the piano and 
singing with much dee. Messrs. Dun- 
nica and Petersen think that the uni- 
versn! feeling among the pa.ssengers is 
one of blame at the error of tho pilot, 
and of com])let(! exoneration of Capt. 
Carroll. 

Harry (.'oiiistock, a pussengor, gives 
the foUowiiigaccouut: The vessel struck 
at 2 a.m., and pounded around till tho 
morning, and I remained on board un- 
til this morning at II o'clock. The 
engine was all right up to five o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. I visited the en- 
gine room and found that the under 
part of the engine was then broken so 
badly as to be permanently disabled. 
Last night at about 9 o'clock the vessel 
sprung a leak and gradually filled up 
with the tide, At this time the star- 
board "dead eyes" were stove in, the 
sea running through them. At 11 
o'clock the sea broke her in two cross- 
wise, and at the same timo split the 
aft part to such an extent tliat water 
flowed through, carrying away tho bul- 
wai'is, a part of the wheel-house, and 
light work on the starboard side. The 
aft broke und fell during the 
night. Crash after crash followed. 
Tremendous waves ished over the 
vessel; picscnti:r. -:; 'lie and appall- 
ing scene. Sixty f .oengers and the 
crew still remained, but good order pre- 
vailed. I ndvcr saw such bravery ex 
hibited before as by Capt. Carroll and 
the crew. A number of hoodlums tried 
to break open the baggage, but were 
promptly stopped by the officer.s. 1 
cannot attach blame to any one. 

L. 33. W. Keyzer, of U. S. engineer's 
office of-Portland, a passenger on the 
lost steamer, says that Capt. Carroll 
and the ofScers and crew of the Re- 
public displayed tho greatest courage 
when the vess:jl struck. In a conver- 
sation with Cp.rroll ho stated to hiin 
(Keyzer) that he would not attempt to 
cross the bar during ' the night. He

— Tho 
ship lies in about the same position. 
Lots of freight and baggage came 
asliore on the island and along the 
beach toShoal water Bay. Fishermen and 
2)irates broke open many trunks hist 
night, but the island is now guarded 
by a picked force of police from the 
Corwin and a detachment of soldiers 
from the forts, and the pirates were 
driven off. Much valuable ibaggago has 
been reclaimed. 

ADDITIONAI. LOSS 01' LIKE. 

In addition to the list of lost al- 
ready furnished one more is added, 
that of Jame-s McDevitt, sailor; Frank 
Malley, waiter, and Chris Mont, sail- 
or, all of whom were lost in the boat 
capsizing while leaving the .ship for the 
island Sunday morning. 

Tho body of Sum McMurray, a sai- 
lor, was brought to Astoria on Sunday 
morning. This makes the loss of life 
thirteen.

Tbuksoat, April 24. 

Mr. Speaker took the chair nt 2 p.m. 
rnivii.EOE. 

Mr. Ash roso to call attention to the 
garbled and unfair report of yesterday's 
moceedings in the Standard newspaper. 
Ho would not have alluded to the in.io- 
curacies if they had pertained merely to 
Bonio political measure, but sinco tliey re- 
lated to the personal honor of certain 
gentlemen ho felt bound to atato that the 
paper ahould have as nearly as possible 
given a fair and impartial report of what 
was actually said. The hon. gontloman 
denied that ho had made use of tho 
laiiguago attributed to him by the Stan- 
dard. Ho trusted that during the com- 
ing session tho House would take steps to 
ensiu'o from the reporters a fair icsxnni 
of the proceedings. It should bo borno 
in mind that tho reporters had no abso- 
lute rjght in the House and wore only 
present by. consent. Ho was of opinion 
that tho report in the Standard had been 
intentionally garbled and would bo glad 
to have the assurance of tho Attorney 
Qonoral that he liad nothing to do with 
it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem would state that ho 
had nothing to do with any p&rl of tho 
report except that which related to his 
own remarks. Ho gononillj' took good 
caro that what he said appeared in print 
aa nearly correct aa possible. He observ- 
ed, however, that tho Standard had 
omittfirl, to report tho language of tho hon. 
member for Comox who had stated that it 
was evident thoro was a lie between Mr. 
Trutoh" and members of tho late Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Ash felt bound to state that Tht 
Col-onist always published substantially 
correct and intelligent reports, such as 
tho public generally could read, under- 
stand and trust; but he must again com- 
plain that the report of yoatorday's pro- 
ceedings had been wilfully garbled in tho 
Standard. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoni — I will admit that 
the report omits tho language used by the 
member for Comox, who is in the habit 
of complaining that the tone of tho House 
has been - lowered. ,It^ is such language 

Mr. Ash would ask what tho hon. gen- 
tleman mea.it? Who was his informant 
that ho had complained of the lowered 
tone of tho House. Did he (Mr. Ash) 
over complain to the lion, gentleman him- 
self? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied "no," but 
ho would state that ho (Mr. W.) had nev- 
er made use of tho term lio directly or in- 
directly in the House. 

Mr. Ash— Oh ! oh ! 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — The hon. member 
says "oh!" and laughs to screen himself. 

Mr. Ash replied that his conduct need- 
ed no screening. 

Mr. Wilson said it was apparent that a 
lio re.ally did oxiat between the membcrj 
of tho late Government and Mr. Trutch. 
It was absurd to try to conceal the fact by 
using different language. 

l^i ' Mara ' hogeid that the discussion 
with reference to the dispatch would not 
bo renewed until further evidence had 
been adduced. 

Mr. Speaker said that tho diacussion 
could not bo renewed until something 
tangible was boforo the House. 

The matter then dropped. 

vNBW WESIMErSTBR WAOOM EOAD. 

Mr. M'cQlllivray asked the Chief Com- 
missionor of Lands and Works the follow- 
ing question : — Is it the intention of the 
Government to repair tho Yale and New 
Westminster wagonroad, or any portion 
of it during tho coming summer ? 

The Chief Comcr.issioner replied that 
all the roads in the district would be re- 
paired to the extent tho appropriation 
would allow. . 

BltlDOE CUAllTEUS BILL. 

The House went into Committee on 
this Bill, Mr. McGillivray in the Chair. 

Mi. "Ash, asked if under the provisions 
of the bill it would be competent for a 
person to build a toll bridge from tho foot 
of Johnson street in Victoria City to tho 
Indian reservation? 

Tho Attorney-General said he was not 
prepared to answer tho question as legal 
teohnic^ities with reference to naviga- 
tion might arise. 

Mr. Ash understood that tho bill had 
been introduced to enable the construc- 
tion of a bridge which would afford short- 
er communication between Victoria and 
Esquimau. 

Tho Attorney-General said that a pri- 
vate bill with'suoh an object had been 
placOd in his hands, butlie had declined 
to introduce it. 

Mr. Ash said ho thought that a clause 
should bo inserted in the bill stating that 
a bridge could not be erected across Vic- 
toria harbor without tho consent of the 
Corporation. 

Tiio Attornoy-Gonoral said that with all 
due deference to the member for Comox 
he would consent to no such provision in 
a public bill. 

Mr. Ash said it did not matter whether 
ho consented or not, because no bridge 
could be erected across tho tidal waters of 
the harbor without the permission of tho 
Dominion Government. 

After an irregular di.'ioussion 'ho bill 
was reported complete. 

THE RAILWAV Q0E3II0N. 

The Attorney-General stated that he 
had receired private information that up to 
Monday, afbraoon" the Ottawa Govern- 
OMot had -noti Mioouno«d their railway 



policy and would not do bo in all proba- 
bility for se\-..il dayu. Willi refer^nco 
to the Separation Petition ho would state 
that telegraphic communicatiun had taken 
placo on the subject between the Imperial 
and Dominion Govc^rnmcnta and that tho 
substance of tho dispatches from tho lat- 
ter was to tho ofToct that the fair demands 
of British Columbia would bo considered. 
Aa it was well known that it was impossi- 
ble to dictate to tho Ottawa Government 
whon they should announce their poliqr,' 
he would suggest to hon. membefs that 
thoy docido amongst themselves the ques- 
tion of adjournment. Ho was aware that 
tho unusual length of the session was a 
groat hardship to hon. members from the 
interior and he felt assured that the ses- 
sional allowance had long before this boon 
consumed and that members were now in 
attendance at a personal loss. He would 
say, further, that notwithstanding these 
circumstances it would be unwise to pro- 
rogue tho House until definite informa- 
tion had been received as to tho policy of 
tho Dominion Government. This had 
been admitted by members of the Opposi- 
tion and as a matter of form, subject to 
any amendment, he would submit a mo- 
tion that tho Houso adjourn till 2 o'clock 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Smitho thought it would bo better 
to adjourn for a fow days. Il was known 
that the policy would not be announced 
until the end of tho week and ovon then 
it might have to bo modified or qualified 
so that it \na not probable that there 
would bo anything tangible communicated 
to tho Govornraont before the middle of 
next week. 

Mr. Wilson said a private telegram had 
boon received stating that the policy \i-ould 
not bo announced before Saturday next and 
possibly not then. He believed all moni- 
bers would be thoroughly delighted with 
tho news whon it actually arrived, but 
he could not see tlio good of meeting again 
for 4 or 5 days. 

Mr. Mara would opposo any longer ad- 
journment than till li o'clock to-morrow. 
His confidence in private telegrams re- 
ceived by members of the Government 
had been considerably shaken by tho ox- 
porienco of tho last few weok.n, for one 
telegram had .said tho policy would bo 
down directly after tho Eiuster rocosa, a 
second liad stated it would bo announced 
last Saturday, and a third now stated that 
it would be laid before the House next 
Saturday, perhaps. The hon. gentleman 
complained that tho Ottawa Government 
had not treated tho House properly and 
thought that a strong but respectful tele- 
gram should be at once forwardod to thorn 
explaining how matters really atood. It 
seemed to him that tho Houso had been 
trifted with and that it would not have 
been placed in its present humiliating 
condition if this Government had not been 
afraid to move a month or more ago. It 
was tlirough the inaction of tho House 
and Government that tlioy were compelled 
to attend day after day in a childish man- 
ner without knowing what was to bo done. 
Tho 1st of May would soon ho hero and 
he took it that tho Leader of tho Govern- 
ment for ono did not wish the Houso to 
bo in session then. 

Mr. Evans was prepared to sustain tho 
Separation Petition of last session and he 
hoped when the Ist of May arrived tho 
Government would be found ready to take 
measures to carry it out unless the do 
manda of tho Province had been mot. He 
felt assured that tho House and country 
would unanimously cndor.'io their action 
if they did. Ho did not think tho Domin- 
ion Government had treated the House 
right, but he waa not willing to attribute 
any blame to tho Local Government for 
having convened the Houso whon thoy 
did. Ho was very much afraid the 
House would have to bo in session 
until the 1st of May owing to tho dilly- 
dallying on the part of tlio Dominion 
Government. It soomod to him they 
thought the country could exist on prom- 
ises. 

In reply to Mr. Beaven tho Speaker 
said that he had received no reply to tho 
telegram forwarded early in tho session 
to Downing street with reference to the 
petition. 

Mr. Mara — Has the Government re- 
ceived any reply? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — None whatever. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon — I suggest that a 
telegram be forwarded to London stating 
that no reply has boon received either to 
the telegram or petition and asking what 
has been done in the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thought tho sugges- 
tion a good one. 

Mr. Mara — Well, if you are going to 
telegraph to London why not send a tele- 
gram to Ottawa as well stating tho condi- 
tion of things hero. Let us discuss the 
matter calmly hero with closed doors. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Very well. Let 
tho hon. gentlenion ask that all strangers 
retire. 

Mr. Oalbraith — Except the reporters. 
(Laughter). 

Mr. Mara — No. Tho Government has 
the conduct of the business, and it is their 
place to ask. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem had no objection, 
and at his request the strangers' galleries 
were cleared and proceedings continued 
with closed doors.

.)ALLA^T COSDOCT OP- AN AMBMCA.V 
; KEVKJJUE COTTER. 

'1 The Britisli bark Staghound, Captain 
Pawcett, which sailed from Victoria for 
Capo Colony on tho morning of tho ICth 
inst., was cast oil by the tug Alexander 
when off Cape Flattery the aamo after- 
noon. A stiff breeze was blowing at tho 
time, but it soon died away and the ves- 
sel drifted to within two cables' length of 
a dangerous reef lying about six miles N. 
by E. from Flattery Kocks, on which tho 
sea was dashing breakers more than 20 
foot high. At t) p. m. both heavy anchors 
and a stream anchor wore dropped, but 
she slowly dragged towards the reef 
all nigiit.

I gavO him 
an advance note for §35 p.ayablo in three 
days after tlio sailing of tho Storm King, 
and lie (prisoner) accepted tho note and 
did not go on board. I had to lose tho 
amount of the said note. I make no 
charge of desertion against him, I only 
charge him with obtaining money under 
false pretenses. I wish to make a plain 
statement of fact to the Court. Tho de- 
fendant was found at Nanaimo. Witness 
produced the advance noto endorsed by 
tho prisoner, and a duplicate of tho ship- 
ping articles which ho signed. 

Magistrate — Did he go on board at all ? 

Mr. Francis — No; as soon as ho raised 
money on the note he wont away.
